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THE  GARRETT  FAMILY  OF  LOUISA  COUNTY,  VA.

The  following  Garretts  came  to  Virginia  in  the  seventeenth  century. 

1607  William  Garrett  (Garrit)  landed  at  Jamestown.  He  was  a  brick¬ 
layer.  (Hotten  p.  217)  Later  he  patented  200  acres  at  Weyanoke 
District.  He  was  mentioned  in  Capt.  John  Smiths  list  of  nrst  set¬ 
tlers  (p.  24  Cradle  of  the  Republic)  His  name  does  not  appear  in 
the  census  of  inhabitants  of  Jamestown  in  1625. 

1607  William  Garrett  (Jarrett).  Jno.  Laydon  and  Jno.  Dods,  the  only 
residents  of  Va.,  who  landed  in  1607,  alive  at  the  time  of  the  dis¬ 
solution  of  the  London  Company. 

1619  William  Garrett,  a  servant  of  Abraham  Preasley,  age  22,  arrived 
in  the  “George”  (p.  217,  Hotten). 

1619  Edmond  Garrett,  Parish  of  St.  James,  Dec.  20,  1679.  Had  4  acres 

of  land  and  2  negroes.  .  . 

1620  William  Garrett  (Jarrett)  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Virginia 
Company  in  London.  He  was  described  as  an  inhabitant  of  Va. 
for  13  years.  (Va.  Carolorum  p.  340). 

1635  Stephen  Garrett,  age  19,  sailed  from  Gravesend,  England,  April 
3,  1635,  for  St.  Christopher's  on  the  “Pauls  of  London?”  Joe 
Aklin,  Master,  registered  in  St.  Katherine’s  Parish. 

1635  Owen  Garrett,  age  20,  sailed  May  21,  1635,  for  St.  Christophers  in 
the  “Mathew”  of  London;  Richard  Goodland,  Captain— Warrant 
from  Earl  of  Carlisle. 

1635  Francis  Garrett,  age  25,  from  Gravesend,  6th  June,  163a,  for  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  “Thomas  and  John”,  Richard  Lambard,  Captain;  examined 
\>y  Minister  at  Gravesend.  (Hotten  p.  83). 

1635  Richard  West  Garrett,  age  20,  sailed  October  13,  1635  in  the 
“Amitee”;  George  Downes,  Captain,  for  St.  Christophers. 

1635  Edmund  Garrett,  had  40  acres  in  St.  James  Parish  (Hotten  p.  502). 

1645  Thomas  Gerrard  (Garrett)  had  1,000  acres  of  land  in  either  West¬ 
moreland  or  Stafford  County. 

1680  Thomas  Garrett  and  wife,  1680,  Barbadoes,  Parish  of  St.  James 
of  St.  Michaels — five  children — 2  negroes. 

1716  William  Gerrard  patented  or  obtained  by  grant  125  acres  in  West¬ 
moreland.  He  is  said  to  have  married  Mary  Smith  in  England. 
His  descendants  called  themselves  both  Gerrard  and  Garrett.

The  Garrett  Families  of  Virginia 

Although  there  has  been  much  searching  of  the  Virginia  records  to 
connect  the  many  Garrett  families  that  have  lived  in  the  various  origi- 
nal  counties,  the  available  material  is  too  scattered  to  do  this  as  yet.

i7onWhen  ^Js/emembered  that  the  white  population  in  Virginia  in 
1790  was  a  half  million,  it  will  be  evident  that  during  the  colonial 
penod  of  over  a  century  and  a  half,  dating  from  1607  when  Jamestown 
\*as  settled,  there  was  a  gradual  movement  of  original  families  from 
the  earliest  settlements  on  Chesapeake  Bay  to  the  westward.  Usually

?estor  bv  the  nJVaS  t  ra£Re  Gurrett  line  ,hat  descended  from  an  an- 
ter  by  the  name  of  John,  who  was  born  about  1680-1700.  His  son 
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William  is  believed  to  be  the  same  William  who  was  such  a  large  land 
owner  in  Gloucester,  Louisa,  Spottsylvania,  and  Albemarle  Counties. 
Family  tradition  also  connects  the  Williamsburg  Garretts,  Richard  and 
Robert,  whose  father  was  Richard  of  York  County,  with  the  Louisa 
family.  In  1744  a  John  Garrett  was  appointed  Inspector  at  Conway’s 
warehouse,  Caroline  Co.  and  in  1767  Robert  Garrett  was  sworn  in  as 
assistant.^;  . 

In  searching  the  records  it  has  been  interesting  to  note  the  differ¬ 
ent  spellings  of  the.  surname  Garrett.  The  following  names  all  seem 
to  be  interchangeable:  Garrat,  Garrot,  Garat,  Garratt,  Jarrett,  Jarret, 
Garth,  Garrett,  Gerard,  Gerrard,  Gerald,  Fitzgerald.  The  latter  family 
located  in  Accomac  County  early  in  the  16th  century.  Gov.  Henry'  A. 
Wise  of  Virginia  relates  that  in  his  early  law  practice  he  was  retained  to 
connect  the  Accomack  Garretts  and  Fitzgeralds  so  that  they  could  claim 
inheritance  to  a  large  fortune  left  by  a  Fitzgerald  in  England.  He  said 
that  he  had  but  little  difficulty  in  securing  legal  proof  of  this  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  substantial  fee  for  his  successful  search.  He  found  that  the. 
name  had  been  altered  by  the  American  immigrants  dropping  the  Fitz 
and  calling  themselves  Gerald  or  Garrett  which  have  always  been  in¬ 
terchangeable.  It  was  his  opinion,  also,  that  the  Garretts,  Geralds  and 
Fitzgeralds  of  Maryland  as  well  as  all  families  of  similar  names  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  descended  from  the  same  Norman  ancestors. 

^  The  Garretts  of  Louisa  County,  Va. 

William  Garrett,  who  was  a  large  land  owner  in  Gloucester,  Louisa, 
Spottsylvania  and  Albemarle  Counties,  was  the  ancestor  of  a  widespread 
family.  He  was  a  planter  in  Louisa  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury  (1761).  Born,  between  1710  and  1715,  probably  in  one  of  the 
eastern  counties,  he  followed  the  custom  of  moving  to  the  westward 
through  Hanover  and  finally  to  Louisa.  His  home  was  in  Trinity 
Parish,  Louisa,  from  1767.  About  1735  he  married  Elizabeth  Ashton. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  intermarriages  of  the  Ashtons  and 
Garretts  took  place  in  England  before  1700. 

He  was  sworn  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Louisa  on  April  15,  1771.  While 
there  are  many  records  of  the  purchase  and  sale  of  land  t>y  William  Garrett 
in  Spottsylvania  often  recorded  as  living  in  St.  George’s  Parish,  a  search 
of  the  records  shows  no  trace  of  him  there  before  1761.  He  seems  to 
have  been  only  a  buyer  and  seller  of  land  in  that  county  and  not  a  resi¬ 
dent.  His  title  to  the  lands  in  Spottsylvania  is  not  clearly  shown  in  the 
deeds  recorded  there,  but  from  a  study  of  other  deeds  it  appears  to  have 
come  from  some  large  transaction  with  Col.  Samuel  Buckner  and  Col. 
Francis  Willis.  The  Garrett  deeds  in  Spottsylvania  run  from  June  1, 
1784  to  Oct.  11,  1784,  and  are  all  in  the  name  of  William  Garrett  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife  of  Spottsylvania  Parish,  Spottsylvania,  until  1767, 
when  he  describes  himself  of  Trinity  Parish,  Louisa.  His  sons,  William 
and  John,  frequently  witness  the  deeds.  The  last  tract  of  the  Garrett 
estate  in  Spottsylvania  containing  800  acres  was  sold  for  £200  to  Benj. 
Winston  of  Spottsylvania  and  the  deed  signed  by  William  and  Henry 
Garrett.  As  Spottsylvania  was  formed  in  1720  from  King  and  Queen, 
Essex  and  King  William  Counties,  the  title  was  probably  recorded  in 
those  counties,  but  many  of  these  records  have  been  destroyed. 

The  deeds  that  are  still  to  be  found  in  Virginia  counties  show  trans¬ 
fers  from  William  Garrett  to  others  in  Louisa  County  of  over  3400 
acres,  in  Spottsylvania  County  over  6,000  acres,  in  Albemarle  County 
2,000  acres,  in  Hanover  500  acres.  One  transaction  alone  in  1769  shows 
a  sale  of  one  parcel  of  land  for  £5,000.  a  large  sum  in  those  days.  The 
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extent  of  his  land  holdings  can  perhaps  be  better  measured  by  the 
bond  for  £100,000  required  of  his  executors.

One  of  the  sons,  John,  died  in  17/0  without  issue  when 
about  twenty-five  years  old.  The  other  two  sons  lived  in  Louisa  County 
and  raised  Urge  families.  The  family  record  is  not  as  complete  as

The  Garretts  and  the  Ashtons  have  had  many  connections.  \\  imam

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Garretts  and  Johnsons  intermarried, 
Henrv2  having  married  Mary  Johnson  and  William2,.

The  Johnson  family  lived  at  Roundabout  Castle,  in  Louisa  County,  and 
were  warm  friends  and  supporters  of  Patrick  Henry.  (See  W  irt  s  line 
of  Patrick  Henry)  The  Johnson  records  show  that  even  beiore  this 
time  the  Johnson  and  Garrett  families  were  bound  together  by  mar¬ 
riage  ties.  The  Johnsons  represented  Hanover  and  Louisa  in  the 
v  House  of  Burgesses  for  many  years.

None  of  Ashton  Garrett’s  sons  served  in  the  Civil  War.  Alexander 
and  John  were  told  by  the  War  Dept,  that  their  services  were  more  valuable 
to  the  Confederate  cause  as  civilians,  the  former  because  as  a  widely  known 
and  highly  esteemed  commission  merchant  he  could  be  useful  to  the  Com¬ 
missary  Dept,  the  latter  because  of  his  position  as  Cashier  and  Treasurer 
of  the  C.  &  O.  R.  R.,  which  positions  he  held  from  the  time  the  road  was 
built  for  over  forty  years.  Wm.  Garrett  was  rejected  because  of  physical 
disability.

Captain  Henry  Garrett  owned  large  tracts  of  land,  held  public  office  and 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  army  and  has  left  many  records  of  his  career. 
He  was  born  probably  in  Caroline  County.  He  was  married  before  July  10, 
1765  to  Mary  Johnson  of  Roundabout  Castle,  Louisa,  as  on  that  day  he  and 
his  wife  sold  four  hundred  acres  of  land  on  the  Pamunky  River  adjoinmg 
his  father’s  land  for  £200. 

He  was  a  friend  of  Patrick  Henry  who  also  came  from  Louisa.  He 
purchased  511  acres  of  land  from  him,  later  selling  it  to  Leonard  Kenley. 
His  family  consisted  of  eight  sons  and  three  daughters.  Two  of  the  sons, 
Alexander  and  Ira  went,  about  1800,  to  Charlottesville,  Albemarle  County 
and  lived  there  until  they  died.  (Hist,  of  Albemarle,  p.  201.)  The  other 
sons  went  to  Kentucky  and  Missouri.  In  1810  Captain  Henry  Garrett 
moved  to  Kentucky'  and  settled  in  Fayette  Co.,  near  Lexington,  where  he 
died  intestate,  1815. 

The  military  and  civic  record  of  Captain  Garrett  are  very  clearly  shown 
in  the  Va.  Revolutionary  lists.  He  appears  first  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Safety  of  Louisa  County,  Dec.  4,  1775,  under  the  eleventh  article 
of  the  “association,”  formed  by  the  first  Continental  Congress  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  on  Oct.  20,  1774.  The  eleventh  article  directed  that  a  “Committee 
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Departmentlurthe'/  states  kat” he  enlisted  February  177S,  for  one  year  and 
was  discharged  February  28  1779  Later,  he  was  sworn  m  |5  Captam  o  . 

March  12,  1781,  (McAllister  Va.  Militia  in  the  1 ?afa  caoS  & 

records  state  that  he  finished  his  military  career  by  fighting  as  a  captain  oi 
a  Loia  Company  in  the  Battle  of  Yorktown  and  witnessed  the  Surrender 

of  Cornw  proceedings*  of  the  courts  held  subsequently  at  Louisa  Courthouse 
show  some  of  the  customs  of  the  time  as  to  the  relations  ot  the  Revolutionary 
trooos  to  the  people  of  the  county.  They  first  show  that  the  lather  and 
mother  of  Henry  Garrett  furnished  supplies  of  beef  and  brandy  to  the  troops 
in  1780  and  1781.  In  the  archives  at  Richmond  there  is  a  record  of  the 
court  held  at  Louisa  April  15,  1782,  which  awards  £:>,  8sto  Captain i  Henry 
Garrett”  for  52  bushels  of  oats  impressed  by  order  of  the  Marquis  of  La 
Fayette”  On  October  14th,  1782.  at  another  court  at  Louisa,  \\  llham 
Price  is  allowed  3d.  per  lb.  for  “325  lbs.  Beet  taken  by  Henry  Garrett, 
Captain  of  the  Louisa  Militia,  Oct  6th  1781  ”  At  the  same  court  Captain 
Henry  Garrett  is  allowed  7/6  a  day  for  14  days  .service  a,  clerk  to  the 
court  for  supplying  the  Army  with  cioath  and  provisions.  He  returned  to 
his  home  in  Louisa  and  War  5,  11,  of  Va.  Records  show  that  Capt.  Henry 
Garrett,  inf.”  received  £139,  12  s.  for  certificate  for  one  and  two  years  ac¬ 
count  as  provided  for  by  an  act  of  the  Assembly  passed  the  November  Ses¬ 
sion  1781.  He  qualified  as  Sheriff  of  Louisa  County  on  August  12,  1800. 
(D  B  “T”)  p  44  His  record  is  also  referred  to  in  the  Genealogy  ot 
Stephen  and  William  Garrett,”  p.  3.  As  a  landowner,  he  followed  the

Garrett  for  the  guardianship  of  his  son  Murdock  Garrett.  (D.  b.  U.  P- 
452.  L>.  B.  "I,”  p.  67,  D.  B.  “J,"  p.  322,  D.  B.  "J,"  P-  504).  He  marr.ed 
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second,  Nancy  Thomson*  of  Georgetown,  Ky.  After  leaving  Louisa,  he 
lived  first  in  Lexington  later  moving  to  Mt.  Sterling  where  he  built  the  first 
rope  walk  there.  Later  in  life  he  moved  to  Coal  Branch,  three  miles  below 
Greenup,  Carter  County,  where  he  lived  until  he  died  in  1855.  (Welcome 
Garrett  History,  p.  134.)  He  was  blind  for  seven  years  before  he  died. 
His  benevolent  nature  is  indicated  by  a  deed  filed  in  Greenup  (D.  B.  F.,  p. 
474)  in  which  he  sets  free  Tom  Hunt,  one  of  his  slaves. 


“Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I,  Thomas  J.  Garrett  of  the 
County  of  Greenup  and  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  from  motives  of  benev¬ 
olence  and  humanity  have  manumitted  and  do  hereby  manumit  and  set  free 
from  slavery  my  negro  Tom  Hunt,  aged  about  forty-one  years,  and  I  do 
hereby  give,  grant  and  release  him  the  said  Tom  all  my  title  and  claim  of, 
in  and  to  his  person,  labors,  and  service  and  of,  in  and  to  the  estate  and 
property  which  he  may  hereafter  acquire  or  obtain.  In  witness  I  have 
hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  5th  day  of _ ,  1837.

45.  Catherine4  Garrett  (Thomas3  J.  Henry,2  William1)  was  born 
July  22.  1814,  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  died  at  Ironton,  Ohio,  April  2,  1S99. 
She  married  Robert  Scott,  son  of  Thomas  Scott  and  Elizabeth  Buoy  who 
lived  at  Grayson,  Carter  County,  Ky.  As  her  husband  was  an  iron  manu¬ 
facturer  she  lived  at  many  of  the  well  known  furnaces  in  northern  Kentucky 
and  southern  Ohio  such  as  Pactoles,  Buffalo  and  Laurel.  Later  they  moved 
to  Vernon  Furnace,  Lawrence  Co.,  Ohio,  where  her  home  was  the  center  of 
much  entertaining,  her  daughters  having  been  sent  to  some  of  the  leading 
seminaries  of  the  East.  About  1867  she  moved  to  Ironton,  Ohio,  where 


•The  ancestry  of  Nancy  Thomson  has  been  very  completely  traced  and  for  those 
who  are  interested  in  the  following  families:  Thomson,  Crawford,  Rodes,  Vivian, 
Smith,  the  following  references  will  be  useful:  Nancy  Thomson  was  born  July  11, 
1780,  d.  April  17,  1876.  She  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Kentucky  and  lived  during 
her  early  life  in  a  house  surrounded  by  a  cane  brake  near  what  is  now  George¬ 
town,  Ky.

Vol.  4.  p.  57,  the  ancestry  of  the  Lascells  Family 
will  be  found.  Here  it  will  be  found  that  Sir  George  Lascells  was  the  son  of 
btr  Bryan  Lascells  and  I.-abella  Montague.  The  ancestry  of  The  Montagues  will  be 
found  on  tables  664  and  614  in  Betham's  Genealogical  Tables,  which  trace  the  line 
back  to  Edward  I,  King  of  England. 

Nancy  Thomson's  mother  was  Sally  Vivian.  For  the  Vivian  Family  see  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Mary  Quarterly.

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MORE  DESCENDANTS  OF  CAPTAIN  ROBERT  BEHEATH- 
LAND  OF  JAMESTOWN  AND  OF  MAJOR  FRANCIS  DADE

In  the  second  series  of  the  William  and  Mary  Quarterly,  Vol.  9, 
p.  60,  there  is  a  very  interesting  and  valuable  article  compiled  by  John 
Calvert  Nicklin,  entitled  “Descendants  of  Captain  Robert  Beheathland 
of  Jamestown.” 

On  page  175,  Mr.  Nicklin  continues  his  article,  correcting,  con¬ 
firming  and  amplifying  the  former  sketch.  Using  these  two  numbers 
as  a  nucleus,  I  am  sending  you  some  additional  information  dealing  with 
other  branches  of  the  same  family,  especially  with  the  descendants  of 
Beheathland3  Bernard  by  her  first  husband,  Major  Francis  Dade,  Sr. 
This  is  data  which  I  have  collected  from  the  original  records  of  Stafford, 
Westmoreland,  Old  Rappahannock  and  King  George  Counties,  and 
from  family  papers  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Ashton  (Burton)  Lewis,  of  Gulfport, 
Mississippi,  who  is  a  descendant  in  several  lines  from  Major  Francis 
Dade.  Most  of  the  birth,  death  and  marriage  dates  were  acquired  from 
the  St.  Paul’s  Parish  Register  of  Stafford  and  King  George  Counties, 
of  which  the  Reverend  David  Stuart  was  pastor  from  1722  until  1749, 
ytmd  whose  children  and  grandchildren  have,  in  several  instances,  mar¬ 
ried  into  this  family. 

“Robert1  Beheathland,  Gentleman,”  came  on  the  first  of  the  three 
ship's  that  landed  at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  1607.  (The  Sarah  Constant, 
The  Goodspeed  and  The  Discovery.)  After  accompanying  Smith  on  ex¬ 
peditions  to  negotiate  with  or  to  fight  Indians,  we  see  him  ever  after¬ 
wards  referred  to  as  “Captain  Robert  Beheathland.”  There  seems  to  be 
good  evidence  that  he  married  Mary  Nicholson.  (William  and  Mary 
Quarterly,  v.  9,  2d  series,  p.  60;  Va.  M.,  v.  11,  p.  363.) 

Mary2  Beheathland,  his  daughter,  married  Captain  Thomas1  Bern¬ 
ard  an  early  settler  in  Warwick  County,  Burgess  for  Stanley  Hun¬ 
dred,  1632;  Burgess  for  Warwick  River,  1641-2;  1644-45.  In  Greer’s 
Early  Virginia  Immigrants  we  find  also  a  “Thomas  Bernard,  Charles 
City  County,  1638,  by  John  George.”  Their  daughter, 

Beheathland3  Bernard,  born - ,  d.  1720,  married  firstly  Major1 

Francis  Dade,  Sr.,  she  married  secondly,  in  1664,  Major  Andrew  Gilson, 
by  whom  she  had,  Issue. 

(1.)  Thomas4  Gilson,  m.  Elizabeth  - ,  who  survived  him. 

(2.)  Beheathland4  Gilson,  (1666-1693),  m.  Nehemiah  Storke,  (d. 

1693). 


Issue  Among  Others 

William5  Storke  (1660-1726),  who  married  Elizabeth  Hart.  This 
William5  Storke  with  Dade5  Massey  were  the  sole  legatees  named  in 
the  will  of  their  grandmother,  “Beheathland3  Gilson.”  In  Order  Book 
of  July  30,  1707,  p.  62,  Westmoreland  County.  “Petition  of  Mr.  William 
Storke,  son  of  Nehemiah  Storke,  dec’d.,  setting  forth  that  he  is  at  this 
time  the  age  of  17  years  and  praying  that  Madam  Beheathland  Gilson, 
his  grandmother,  may  be  admitted  his  Guardian,  the  same  is  accord¬ 
ingly  admitted.” 

Major  Francis1  Dade,  Sr.,  was  born  in  England,  1621-5;  married 
cir.  1650-01,  Beheathland3  Bernard.  On  the  first  of  Mav,  1663.  while 
returning  from  a  visit  to  England  in  “Ship  Maryland.”  Major  Francis 
Dade,  Sr.  (alias  Major  John  Smith)  dictated  his  will  to  Mr.  William 
Storke,  and  it  was  recorded  24  June,  1663,  in  Northumberland  County, 
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
